history of the company since its 
commencement about 11 years ago, 
and wound up with the financial 
statement, which showed the indebt 
edmess to be as follows: $98,000 duc 
to the Union Bank; $50,000 due un 
secured creditors. To meet these 
large sums: Book debts, $30,000, 
which are claimed as having been 
agreed on; $23,000 in®accounts that 
have to be adjusted. The company’s 
warehouses, office furniture and some 
real estate, making up the total as- 
sets. So that assuming the $50,000 of 
book debts to all be good, there is a 
deficit in round numbers of $93,000 
or more likely $100,000, $55,000 of 
which is guaranteed by the board of 
directors to the bank. A firm of char- 
tered accountants have been working 
yn the books for over a month and no 
satisfactory statement can be offered 
as to where this large shortage has 
gone, the books being in a perfect 
tangle, and are likely to remain so. 

A great many questions were asked 
and answered by the president, or Mr. 
Powlett and a number of speeches 
made and a number of resolutions 
proposed, 

After about three hours delibera- 
tions, the following resolutions were 
voposed and adopted. 

1st. That H. E. Hyde be the trus- 
tee of a fund to be subscribed by the 
shareholders, to assist the directors 
in meeting the large deficit for which 
they are responsible. 

2nd. A committee was appointed 
‘o personally wait on the shareholders 
to secure their contributio; 

8rd. That the compan

That a warrant be made out against 
their late manager, J. J. Cameron, 
and that he be arrested and brought 
back on a criminal charge of falsify- 
ing the books of the company. The 
general feeling was that something 
should be done to keep the organiza 
tion runningg and the next meeting is 
beig awaited with much interest.

DIF FERENC ES DO NOT 
PREJUDICE ALLIANCE 


PARIS, Nov. 20.—Differences be- 
tween Great Britain and France have 
in no way prejudiced the alliance 
which held them together during the 
war, said Premier Lloyd George, of 
Great Britain, in an interview at 
London yesterday with the  cor- 
respondent of ‘the Parisien. Mr. 
Lloyd George declared that, regarding 
reparations, England would — stand 
“elbow to elbow” with France, but he 
insisted that the amount Germany will 
be called upon to pay should be fixed. 

There are always some people who 
pick quarrels,” said the premier, in 
reply to a remark by the interviewer 
that Fench public opinion was badly 
impressed by what France believed to 
be the British attitude on questions 
vital to this country. 

The interviewer told Mr. Lloyd 
George that the question of repara- 
tions took precedence over all others 
in France, and that, in certain French 
circles, there was an impression, 
either rightly or wrongly held, that 
the British premier opposed the view- 
point of the French relative to the 
amount Germany should pay. 

Has Wrong Impression 

“T would say that this impression 
is wrongly held,’ said Mr. LLoyd 
George. “I will tell you exactly what 
I think, it is very Se aa Ger- 
many pay all she can. Yes, but how 
much? Have you a figure? I say 
the amount should be fixed. Why do 
I say this? Is it to please Germany? 
Oh! who could think so? 

‘I was a lawyer before entering 
politics, and when I confronted a debt- 
or I had two courses to choose—either 
to enforce strictly the rights of my
